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“Our  (ity  — which  lor  many  years  has  been 
singled  cjut  as  the  fastest  growing  and  most  progres- 
sive municipality  in  the  connnonwealtli  — is  pres- 
ently struggling  to  maintain  this  enviable  rejnita- 
tion.  We  have  indeed  arrived  at  a crossroads  where 
we  are  receiving  stiff  and  noticeable  competition 
from  all  cjuarters. 

“Shopping  pla/as — trading  centers — super  high- 
ways and  industrial  sites  are  draining  more  and 
more  of  otn  tax  producing  pcjtentials  every  day. 

“Xo  city  can  endure  very  long,  nor  can  it  be 
considered  a healthy  location  for  doing  business 
when  tax  rates  are  sky-high  and  real  estate  must 
bear  an  unfair  and  inecjuitable  share  of  the  burden. 
Many  times  I have  stressed  that  the  only  alternative 
to  ever-mounting  taxes  is  to  broaden  the  tax  base. 

NUMEROUS  REQUESTS 

“Everything  within  our  power  should  be  exerted 
toward  encouraging  any  and  all  reasonable  requests 
from  tax  and  work-producing  enterprises  to  locate 
in  our  city.  During  the  past  several  years,  many  far- 
sighted and  civic-minded  peoj)le  have  appioached 
our  government  with  plans  for  constructing  millions 
of  dollars  worth  of  high-rise  apartments. 

“In  each  case — these  projects  have  met  with  jjro- 
tests  and  cjbjections  on  the  part  of  citizens  whose 
homes  are  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  These  objec- 
tions— if  supported  by  our  elected  cjfhcials — could 
very  readily  discotirage  the  developers  and  cause 
them  to  look  elsewhere,  in  communities  that  would 
wclccjme  them  with  ojjen  arms.  As  has  been  pointed 
out  many  times,  these  high-rise  apartments  may  be 
the  very  impetus  needed  to  stimidate  Quincy’s  re- 
surgence as  a jjrogressive  and  grown-up  community. 

“Beyond  the  tax-producing  effect  that  these  build- 
ings will  have  when  completed,  the  added  benefits 
to  our  many  merchants  — shopkeepers  — doctors  — 
dentists  — hairdressers  — druggists  ~ garage  owners 
— and  practically  everyone  else  will  be  most  notice- 
able. W^e  must  not  forget  either,  the  residting  em- 
ployment that  will  be  offered  the  many  tradesmen 
engaged  in  the  actual  constructicjn  of  these  a]xirt- 
ments. 

75th  anniversary 

“It  is  cjnly  fitting  that  I preface  my  remarks  with 
the  reminder  that  Quincy  will,  during  196.8,  cele- 
brate its  75th  year  as  a corporate  city. 

“During  the  years  which  have  elapsed  since  1889, 
extraordinary  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  com- 
jnunity. 


“ I he  whole  character  of  the  town  has  in  a meas- 
ure changed,  and  what  was  the  placid  New  England 
country  village  has  given  way  to  the  lile  and  habits 
of  a highly  cIevelo])ed  industrial  city. 

“Perhaps  nothing  better  demonstrates  the  remark- 
able changes  that  have  taken  place  in  Quincy  since 
the  inception  of  the  first  city  government  than  the 
initial  ccjst  of  maintaining  that  government  and  the 
net  cost  of  running  our  city  in  1962. 

“In  1889  the  total  approjjriation  for  carrying  on 
the  work  of  our  municipality  was  S8f.8,186,  while 
the  budget  of  last  year  was  S21,. 87 1,2.80.  I'he  popida- 
tion  in  1899  was  I 1,900  and  the  estimated  popida- 
tion  in  1962  was  approximately  88,000  — or  more 
than  six  times  what  it  was  when  Quincy  first  became 
a city. 

“The  vahiation  of  Quincy  in  1899  was  .$12,819,215 
and  the  present  valuation  is  more  than  $181,800,000. 
The,se  comjjarisons  tell  the  story  of  Quincy’s  prog- 
ress. 

MANY  IMPROVEMENTS 

“Occasionally  many  of  us  object  to  the  high  ])rices 
which  we  must  pay  for  living  in  a prcjgressivc  com- 
munity. Most  of  us,  upon  reflection,  are  willing  to 
cctncecie  that  the.se  costs  are  only  in  keeping  with 
what  we  demand  and  receive  from  our  city  govern- 
ment. Quincy  has  no  reason  to  regret  the  money 
spent  for  its  many  fine  public  improvements  we 
have  and  are  pre,sently  enjoying.  1 deem  it  to  be  the 
sense  of  the  community  that  this  progressive  policy 
be  maintained. 

“Incidentally,  steps  have  already  been  taken  to 
projjerly  observe  our  75th  birthday  as  a city  — with 
plans  for  appro|)riate  exercises,  displays,  school  pro- 
grams and  other  functions  — in  keeping  with  the 
solemnity  of  the  occasion. 

HOST  TO  LEGION 

“During  the  next  few  months,  committees  will  be 
formed  with  various  duties  spelled  out  to  make  this 
a most  memorable  year.  I'his  year,  too,  the  (aty  of 
Quincy  will  be  host  to  the  state  American  Legion. 
The  1962  convention  at  Worcester  voted  to  come  to 
()uincy  in  1968  — in  spite  of  a s])iritccl  drive  by  the 
Boston  delegation  to  obtain  the  three-day  annual 
conclave  in  the  Hub. 

PARKING  FACILITIES 

“This  administration  is  committed  to  the  new 
million-clollar  project  now  under  consideration  by 
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the  (iity  Council.  I'his  development  will  benefit  the 
northern  section  of  the  btisiness  district  the  way  the 
Ro.ss  and  Hancock  parking  areas  have  aided  the 
southern  section. 

“Statistics  will  prove,  I ant  sure,  that  the  excellent 
parking  facilities  along  the  sottthern  end  of  Han- 
cock Street  have  enabled  ottr  merchants  in  this  area 
to  fare  better  than  those  in  the  central  and  northern 
end  of  our  btisine,ss  district. 

“This  new  project  will  more  equitably  jirovide 
parking  for  all  ottr  merchants  who  are  certainly 
entitled  to  the  utmost  consideration  in  rettirn  for 
the  many  jobs,  high  taxes  and  dedicated  service  ren- 
dered by  our  bitsiness  establishments  in  the  city. 

PEOPLE  SHOP  BY  CAR 

“The  automobile  is  really  here  to  stay  — as  men- 
tioned before,  unless  we  provide  ample  parking, 
suburban  shoppitig  areas  that  provide  uidimited 
jiarking  will  be  a constant  threat  to  ottr  very  ex- 
istence. 

“Along  with  additional  parking,  this  project  in- 
volves widening  Granite  Street  — easterly  from  Up- 
land Road  — and  the  replacement  of  the  Granite 
Street  Bridge  by  a larger  one  — thereby  eliminating 
the  .seriotis  bottleneck  at  the  northerly  end  of  the 
Parking  Whiy. 

“1  wholeheartedly  endorse  this  entire  develoj)- 
ment  as  a progressive  and  far-sighted  plan  which 
will  give  Qttincy  a chance  to  breathe  and  once  more 
regain  a healthy  and  forward-looking  perspective. 

“Realizing  the  necessity  of  good  parking  in  all 
business  sections  of  the  city  — and,  in  attempting 
to  treat  all  areas  impartially,  yotir  government  is 
happy  to  report  the  dedication  of  the  Wollaston  off- 
street  parking  area  as  of  several  weeks  ago.  This 
latest  parking  facility  joins  otir  main  parking  way 
in  Qtuncy  Square  with  the  Vane  Street  parking  area 
in  Norfolk  Downs  as  part  of  the  over-all  plan  to 
make  shopping  a convenience  for  our  citizens  in 
any  and  all  sections  of  our  community. 

CITY  INCINERATOR 

“Last  year  at  this  time,  the  City  of  Quincy  an- 
nounced its  intention  of  awarding  a contract  for 
the  construction  of  a new  incinerator  in  the  Quarry 
Street  section  of  Qtiincy. 

“.\s  you  know,  we  were  prevented,  at  least  tem- 
porarily — from  continuing  with  this  project  as  a 
lestdt  of  court  action  initiated  by  a grotqt  of  inter- 
ested citizens  who.se  homes  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
contemplated  site. 

“\Vhile  deliberating  the  new  problems  created  as 
a residt  of  the  court  ruling,  the  City  of  Qtuncy  has 


been  approachetl  by  the  Samira  Construction  Cor- 
poration of  Braintree  — proposing  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a regional  incinerator  to  serve 
Quincy  and  the  towns  of  WTymotith  and  Braintree. 

“This  company  plans  to  buikl  — with  private 
capital  — an  incinerator  that  would  serve  the  needs 
of  the  three  communities  for  the  next  20  years.  It 
wotdtl  be  constructed  on  a Glass  A street  adjacent 
to  the  three  connminities.  The  proposed  building 
woidd  be  three  stories,  approximately  145  feet  long, 
by  60  feet  wide,  by  25  feet  high. 

“The  main  btiikling  woidd  consist  of  the  three 
floors  and  a storage  bin,  including  a deodorant  con- 
trol system,  hre  control  and  dust  control. 

CHEAPER  INCINERATION 

“Overhead  cranes  are  planned  to  lift  the  material 
to  be  burned  from  the  storage  bin  to  one  of  the 
three  furnaces.  I'otal  capacity,  at  ])resent,  is  figured 
at  450  tons  a day.  Such  an  incinerator,  if  developed, 
coidd  very  likely  provide  incineration  cheaper  and 
(juicker  than  if  Quincy  attempts  to  buikl  one  itself. 

“In  any  event,  this  new'  projtosal  is  worthy  of 
consideration  ami  coidd  conceivably  be  the  solution 
to  a most  vexing  problem.  Detailed  plans  and  speci- 
fications are  in  the  process  of  being  develo|ted  and 
will  be  discussed  with  members  of  the  council  at 
appropriate  intervals. 

CEMETERY  SPACE 

“During  1962,  Quincy’s  ten-year  attempt  to  ac- 
quire more  cemetery  space  ended  successfully  w'hen 
Gov.  John  A.  Volpe  signed  into  law,  legislation  that 
w'ill  give  to  Quincy  42  acres  of  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  land  in  the  Blue  Hills  for  burying 
purposes. 

“1  he  first  committee  to  look  into  what  promised 
to  be  an  acute  space  problem  was  .set  up  ten  years  ago 
— to  .select  a site  and  make  recommendations.  Since 
that  time,  subsequent  committees  have  almost  al- 
ways agreed  that  the  MDC  land  in  the  St.  Moritz 
area  was  ideally  suited  for  additional  burying 
ground. 

MASTER  PLAN  NEEDED 

“Now  that  the  site  is  available,  it  is  necessary  to 
prepare  a master  plan.  This  plan  will  take  into  con- 
sideration all  basic  cemetery  factors  and  conclude 
with  a .solution  that  will  assure  continuity  of  devel- 
opment. 

“With  proper  management,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  facilities  should  not  bring  added  revenue 
to  the  city.  It  is  estimated  that  this  new  cemetery 
with  its  vast  area  will  serve  the  people  of  Quincy 
for  the  next  50  years. 
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QUARRY  STREET  LINK 

"1  am  pleased  to  rejjori  that  the  State  Department 
ol  Piil)lic  Works  lias  approved  the  last  link  of  the 
(hiarry  Street  extension  as  a Chapter  90  project  lor 
this  ye;ir. 

“This  approval  — as  you  know  — (jualifies  the 
project,  the  cost  of  which  is  estimated  at  $100, 000. 00 
lor  state  and  county  funds,  d'his  link  will  complete 
the  Quarry  Street  extension  which  ties  Quincy  Cen- 
ter with  the  Southeast  Expressway  in  a main  lateral 
highway. 

“I'he  first  section,  from  the  expressway  to  Furnace 
Brook  Parkway,  was  constructed  by  the  state,  d'he 
second  section,  completed  last  year,  from  the  Park- 
way to  Ciarlield  Street,  was  a Cdiapter  90  project. 

WIDER  ROAD  NEEDED 

“I  am  sure  that  with  the  completion  of  this  im- 
jjortant  highway,  all  progressive-minded  people  will 
recognize  the  necessity  of  widening  the  roadway 
under  the  bridge  at  Granite  Street,  as  well  as  de- 
veloping the  general  area  in  that  vicinity  — if  we 
are  to  maintain  a steady  How  of  traffic  which  will  be 
greatly  increased  because  of  the  completion  of  this 
important  thoroughfare. 

SQUANTUM  CAUSEWAY 

“Some  years  ago,  your  gewernment  was  successful 
in  getting  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  widen  and  reconstruct  the  Southern  Artery  in 
Quincy  — from  Coddington  Street  and  Sea  Street 
to  VVhishington  Street  — Route  8A.  The  work  was 
paid  100  percent  by  the  state  and  then  the  rcxttl  was 
returned  to  Quincy  for  maintenance. 

“Your  government  is  asking  that  similar  consid- 
eration be  given  to  East  Sc|uantum  Street  causeway 
— from  Quincy  Shore  Boulevard  to  Dorchester 
Street  — and  also  Dorchester  Street  — from  East 
Scjuantum  Street  to  the  Moon  Island  Road. 

ONLY  ROADS 

“These  rcjacls  are  the  sole  means  of  access  and 
egress  to  and  from  Squantum.  In  addition  to  being 
the  sole  access  roads  to  Scjuantum,  these  two  roacl- 
ways  are  Boston’s  oidy  means  of  access  to  Squantum 
Park  (owmed  by  Boston)  — to  the  City  of  Boston’s 
sewerage  jjumjjing  facilities  on  Mexjn  Island,  to  the 
Nike  site  installation  cjn  Lcjng  Island  and,  to  the 
imjjortant  City  of  Boston  hosjjital  on  Long  Island. 

ICE  SKATING  RINK 

“On  July  6,  1961,  the  Metroj^olitan  District  Com- 
missioners voted  ajrjjroval  of  the  artificial  ice  skating 


rink  in  the  St.  .Moritz  area  of  W’est  (fuiiuy  and 
ordered  the  engineeis  to  jjiejnue  plans  and  spec  ilica- 
tions.  Ellis  rink  was  only  recently  completed  and 
oflicitilly  opened  ;is  one  of  the  most  beautilul  lacili- 
lies  of  its  kind  to  be  louncl  anywhere  iti  the  com- 
monwealth. .\clclitional  year-round  ree  l eat  ional  la- 
cilities  are  conteinjilated  lor  this  area  — which, 
when  com|)letecl,  could  very  readily  become  one  ol 
the  show-places  along  the  eastern  shore. 

“This  ice  skating  rink  is  dedicated  to  the  memory 
of  the  late  Mayor  W'illiam  E.  Shea,  who  lived  in 
W'est  Quincy. 


BEACH  PROJECT 

“T  his  year,  too,  the  MDC  conijileted  a large 
.S()50,000  project  at  ^Vollaston  Beach.  This  improve- 
ment included  the  widenitig  of  Quincy  Shore  Boule- 
vard from  WTst  Scjuantum  Street  to  Black’s  Creek 
— from  40  to  (iO  feet  — construction  of  a ten-foot 
jn'omenade  and  jiarking  facilities. 

“The  over-all  jnoject  included  the  rejilacing  of 
all  MDC  drains  along  the  boulevard  and  extending 
the  two  big  24-inch  drain  jiijies  about  150  feet  into 
the  water  to  jnevent  clogging  by  sand. 


CHAPTER  90  PROJECTS 

“.\s  a matter  of  interest,  may  I take  this  ojijior- 
tunity  to  list  the  jirojects  jilanned  for  196,8  under 
the  so-called  ChajJter  90  jnogram. 

“1.  Quarry  Street  — as  jneviously  mentioned  — 
at  a total  cost  of  $100,000,  with  Quincy  jiaying  its 
share  of  25  jicreent  jjIus  land  damages. 

“2.  Resurface  Centre  Street  between  Kent  Street 
and  .\lbertina  Street.  Total  cost  $5,500  — city’s 
share  $1,,875. 

“3.  Center  Street,  Class  A construction,  bitumi- 
nous concrete  sidewalk,  from  Penn  Street  tcj  the 
Braintree  line  — total  cost  $7,500  — citv’s  share 
$1,875. 

“4.  Resurface  Cojjeland  Street  from  Granite 
Street  to  West  Street  - - ttoal  cost  $5,100  — city’s 
share  $1,275. 

“5.  Resurface  Dorchester  Street  from  East  Stjiian- 
tum  Street  to  Shoreham  Street.  Total  cost  $6,000  — 
city’s  share  $1,500. 

“6.  Resurface  Quincy  Avenue  from  School  Street 
to  Scammell  Street  — total  cost  $7,800  — city’s 
share  $1,950. 

“7.  Resurface  Willard  Street,  from  Robertson 
Street  to  Cojjeland  Street  and  Hayden  Street  to 
W^est  Street.  Total  cost  $1.8,400  — city’s  share  $.8, .850. 
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OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS 

“Among  other  accomplishments  of  the  last  year, 
yotir  city  restirfaced  33  streets  — we  accepted  and 
constructed  12  new  thoroughfares.  We  installed 
3,390  lineal  feet  of  sanitary  sewers  and  7,91  1 lineal 
feet  of  storm  drains,  and  we  installed  1 0,296  lineal 
feet  of  water  mains. 

“Sidewalks  were  constructed  on  61  dilferent  streets 
— some  7,620  lineal  feet  of  ctirbing  was  installed 
on  16  roadways  and  1 1,988  was  spent  in  combating 
Dutch  Elm  diseased  trees. 

“In  1962,  the  new  Walter  C.  Bryan  Gymnasium 
at  North  Quincy  High  School  was  completed  and 
work  was  begtin  on  the  North  Quincy  branch 
library. 

“The  new  fire  station  in  Atlantic  is  in  the  process 
of  constrtiction  and  shortly  the  new  X-ray,  nursery 
and  special  care  building  at  the  hospital  will  get 
under  way. 

FINANCIAL  PICTURE 

“Before  concluding,  I feel  that  a brief  summary 
of  our  financial  condition  will  be  in  order. 

“T  he  bonded  indebtedness  of  our  city  now  stands 
at  $1  1,606, OOO.  I'his  includes  .S4,679,0()()  for  school 
construction,  $1,991,000  for  sew'er  construction  — 
$1,113,000  for  street  construction  — $391,000  for 
jiarking  areas  — $2, 6-10, 000  for  hospital  constrtiction 


— and,  $791,000  for  other  building  constrtiction  in- 
cluding fire  stations,  library,  veterans’  housing, 
health  center,  sea  walls  — city  garage  and  water. 

“At  the  present  time  there  is  an  authorized  loan 
to  the  amount  of  1 ,1-1 0,000  for  the  new  incinerator 
which,  if  built,  will  make  our  total  debt  ,$1 3,04(),000. 

“The  anticipated  income  to  be  used  against  our 
debt  is  as  follows:  $1,076,170  for  school  construction, 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  $438,243 
street  and  sewer  betterments;  $25,000  parking  meter 
receipts  — this  being  a yearly  estimate,  tintil  such 
time  as  the  bonds  are  retired  in  1970. 

“Also  $100,000  rents,  veterans’  hotising  — $85,000 
water  receipts  — or  a grand  total  of  $1,899,413. 

“During  1963,  the  city  will  retire  $1,191,000  of 
the  above  debt  which  has  accumulated  over  the 
past  28  years,  so  that  our  total  debt  at  the  end  of 
this  year  will  amotint  to  $10,415,000,  excltisive  of 
the  loan  order  necessary  for  construction  of  the 
incinerator. 

FUTURE  BRIGHT 

“Quincy  has  high  hopes  for  the  future  and  justi- 
fiably so.  Quincy  has  excellent  schools  — libraries, 
hospital  facilities,  recreational  programs,  parks, 
shopping  and  parking  areas,  stores,  streets,  side- 
walks, and  many  other  facilities  that  make  our  com- 
munity an  attractive  city  in  which  to  work  and  live.

2.  SWABBING

■\  training  model  was  introduced  to  demonstrate  mouth-to-mouth  resuscita- 
tion. File  niotlel  is  equipped  with  adapters  lor  instruction  lor  this  type  ol  resu.sci- 
tation  on  persons  who  have  had  laryngectomies.  File  training  officer  also  attended 
sessions  on  closed  heart  cardiac  imcssage.  These  lectures  were  given  by  and  the 
direction  ol  physician  specialist  at  Quincy  and  Newton  Hosjiitals  and  the  Red 
Cross.  File  training  officer  then  instructed  the  Department  personnel. 

Procedures  ol  carries  and  transportation  ol  hospital  patients  were  given  to 
Department  ])ersonnel  and  also  to  hospital  personnel. 

.V  school  ol  instruction  was  held  lor  all  members  who  had  been  appointed 
to  the  Department  previous  to  October  15,  1962  and  alter  the  last  school. 

The  training  officer  also  supervised  the  testing  of  all  new  hose  received. 
He  also  trained  security  personnel  at  the  Proctor-Gamble  Plant  in  the  use  and 
handling  of  first  aid  fire  extinguishers. 

During  the  first  three  months  ol  the  year  officers  from  the  De])artment  at- 
tended special  classes  held  by  the  Boston  Eire  Department  at  the  Boston  Fire 
Academy  at  Moon  Island. 

'Fhe  training  officer  held  and  supervised  a total  of  136  drills  covering  the 
following  subjects;  Pumping  operations,  resuscitation  drills,  uses  of  redector  in- 
struments, rescue  carries,  gas  masks  and  special  training  subjects. 

Fhe  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  gave  valuable  assistance  to  the  Department 
throughout  the  year.  I'wenty-three  (23)  members  gave  1,161  mantours  and 
5,605.5  man  hours  of  duty.

The  Presidents’  Adams  Birthplaces  opened  to  the 
jjublic  April  15),  to  November  1,  were  visited  during 
the  period  by  more  than  0,000  persons  from  40  states 
and  21  foreign  countries. 

Educationally,  the.se  presidential  birthplaces,  the 
oldest  in  the  country,  because  of  their  historical 
and  architectural  merit  are  becoming  of  greater 
importance  to  Quincy  each  year.  In  March,  Mayor 
Amelio  Della  Chiesa  w'as  advised  by  the  National 
Park  Service,  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  that 
the  birthplaces  of  President  John  Adams  and  Presi- 
dent John  Quincy  Adams  had  been  classified  as 
having  exceptional  value  and  were  worthy  of  Reg- 
istered National  Historic  Landmark  Status,  and  that 
certificates  and  bronze  markers  were  available  for 
each  of  historic  properties,  attesting  to  this  status. 
The  bronze  markers  have  been  attached  to  each  of 
the  birthplaces. 

1 he  elementary  and  high  schools  throughout  New 
England  are  more  and  more  stressing  the  historical 
integrity  of  the  Adams  Family  in  our  national  cul- 
tural heritage.  Letters  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  .seeking  information  regarding  the  City  of 
Quincy  and  its  historic  sites  have  greatly  increased 
in  numbers  during  the  year.  In  1962,  more  than 
1,100  children  from  the  schools  and  various  organi- 
zations visited  these  salt-box  cottages. 

The  grounds  surrounding  the  birthplaces  are  in 


excellent  condition  clue  to  the  con.scientious  work 
of  the  Forestry  Department  of  the  city. 

On  July  19,  Mr.  Frederick  \'.  Bell,  husband  of 
the  resident  hostess  of  the  John  .Adams  birthplace, 
passed  away.  .A  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  the  late 
Mr.  Bell  for  his  outstanding  devotion  to  the  birth- 
places and  the  grounds. 

The  demands  for  information  and  the  services 
of  the  City  Historian  are  increasing  each  year.  A 
summary  of  the  activities  included:  85  inspections 
during  the  open  season  and  the  winter  months  of 
the  birthplaces  and  the  grounds;  the  siij^ervision 
of  the  necessary  work  and  repairs  to  be  clone  at  the 
birthplaces  for  the  opening  for  the  public;  80  tours 
for  special  guests  and  students;  bus  tours  for  school 
children;  150  tours  of  the  First  Parish  Cdiurch  and 
the  Presidents’  Adams  Crypt;  28  lectures  of  the  his- 
tory and  development  of  Quincy;  furnishing  maps, 
and  pictures  of  old  Quincy  to  students,  stcnes  and 
organizations  throughout  the  city;  assisting  the  edi- 
tors of  the  Adams  Papers  and  authors  writing  on 
different  members  of  the  Adams  Family;  aiding  the 
students  of  the  Saint  Mary’s  Parochial  school  in 
their  campaign  to  preserve  the  site  of  the  Granite 
Railway;  attending  hearings  in  the  interest  of  the 
historical  sites  of  Quincy;  attending  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Historical  Places  when 
held,  and  assisting  The  Quincy  Patriot,  the  Boston 
Traveler  and  radio  station  VVJD.A  with  their  his- 
torical writings  and  broadcasts.

In  19(12  Quincy  accepted  the  provision  of  Chap- 
ter 78  of  the  Act  of  1961.  The  Act  abolished  the 
Park  Board  and  Recreation  Commission  and  estab- 
lished the  Quincy  Park  and  Recreation  Board. 

On  june  4,  1962,  the  merged  Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Board  met  in  the  Recreation  office  and  were 
sworn  in  by  City  Clerk  John  M.  Gillis.  The  new 
Board  consisted  of  7 mendjers,  five  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  with  one  of  the  five  being  a member  of 
the  School  Committee;  the  remaining  two  members 
to  be  elected  by  the  City  Council. 

Charles  T.  Sweeny  was  elected  Chairman,  Ken- 
neth P.  Fallon,  Jr.,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Miss  Kath- 
erine G.  McCoy,  Secretary.  The  remainder  of  the 
Board  included:  J.  Ernest  Collins,  William  J. 

Mitchell,  Richard  M.  Morrissey,  and  Gerard  A. 
Coletta,  Jr. 

PARK  DIVISION 

On  July  2,  1962,  Mayor  Della  Chiesa  appointed 
Richard  J.  Koch  to  the  new  position  of  Exectitive 
Secretary  to  the  Park  and  Recreation  Board  and 
full  time  administrator  of  the  Park  Division. 

I’he  Park  Division  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Board  with  I f full  time  employees  and  42  seasonal 
laborers,  maintains  8 regulation  baseball  diamonds, 
15  softball  diamonds,  1 bowling  green,  tennis  courts 
in  all  wards,  two  Stadiums,  Eaxon  Park,  9 beaches, 
27  playgrounds  and  a number  of  smaller  parks. 

PERMITS 

The  purpose  of  the  Park  Division  is  not  only  to 
provide  and  maintain  playground  and  recreational 
facilities  for  the  Mtinicipal  Recreation  Program, 
but  also  to  provide,  maintain,  and  issue  permits  to 
the  many  private  athletic  and  recreational  organiza- 
tions in  Quincy. 

During  1962,  the  nundjer  of  permits  issued  were 
as  follows:  Baseball  858,  Softball  581,  Eootball  244, 
and  picnics  at  Faxon  Park  55.  Total  permits  issued 
were  1,286. 

FORE  RIVER  CLUB  HOUSE 

During  early  1962,  extensive  renovations  were 
completed  at  the  Fore  River  Clubhouse  to  make  it 
more  presentable  to  Quincy  citizens.  The  number 
of  permits  issuetl  for  rental  of  the  clubhouse  were 
as  follows:  dances  10,  banquets  15,  meetings  20, 
private  parties  25,  wedding  receptions  6,  city  regis- 
trations 4,  making  a total  of  78  rentals. 

T he  Fore  River  Clubhouse  is  one  of  the  largest 
public  buildings  in  Quincy  with  two  halls  — the 
larger  one  seating  540  for  banquets  and  680  for 
assemblies,  while  the  dance  hall  has  a capacity 
of  250. 


SKATING  RINKS 

During  1962  two  natural  skating  rinks  were  adtled 
— one  at  Fore  River  Field  in  Qiuncy  and  one  at 
Kincaide  Park  in  South  Quincy,  d his  brings  Quincv 
with  a total  of  thirteen  (15)  natural  skating  poiuls 
and  rinks  with  ten  of  them  floodlighted  for  night 
skating.  \Vith  the  lack  of  snow  and  the  abundance 
of  cold  weather,  natural  ice  skating  had  its  greatest 
seasoti  in  many  years. 

USE  OE  PORTABLE  EQUIPMENT 

Each  year  the  Board  receives  more  requests  for 
the  use  of  Public  Address  Systems  and  bandstands 
from  civic  organizations  for  Memorial  and  Dedica- 
tion services,  field  days,  festivals,  July  4th  celebra- 
tions, parades,  and  many  other  occasions.

Operating  Irom  faniiary  to  fnne  untler  the  tlirec- 
titm  ol  the  seven  member  Recreatit)ii  Ct)imni.ssion, 
and  Irom  fnne  to  December  under  the  jurisdiction 
ol  the  Park  and  Recreation  Board,  the  Recreation 
Department  experienced  a gradual  growth  in  rec- 
reational programs  and  services.  Aiming  towards  a 
goal  ol  providing  Quincy  residents  with  an  oppor- 
tunity lor  worthy  use  ol  their  constantly  increasing 
leisure  time,  this  tlej^artment  worked  always  aware 
ol  their  policy  ol  not  dujjlicating  or  competing  with 
other  public  and  private  city  agencies  that  also  pro- 
vide recreation. 

.M  uch  ol  the  sttccess  ol  the  over-all  program  is 
due  to  the  more  than  one  hundred  and  filty  part- 
time  and  seasonal  workers  who  directed  the  activi- 
ties. A corps  ol  dedicated  supervisors  and  specialists 
who  have  worked  diligently  and  grown  with  the 
program,  have  been  responsible  lor  the  in-service 
training  ol  the  younger  and  new  members  ol  the 
staff.  ^Iany  of  the  stall  who  have  been  former  jiar- 
ticipants  and  ^'olunteer  junior  leaders,  whose  nat- 
ural leadership  ability  and  strong  desire  to  helj) 
others  have  interested  them  enough  so  that  they 
have  chosen  Recreation  as  a career.  Miss  Carolyn 
M.  Zoia  of  WTjllaston  completed  a ten  week,  full- 
time field  work  exj^erience  with  the  department  this 
year,  prior  to  receiving  her  degree  in  Recreation 
irom  the  Ihiiversity  of  Massachusetts  and  accepting 
a jjosition  with  the  Pittsfield  Park  and  Recreation 
Department. 

Close  to  .HOO  ycjungsters  participated  in  the  Junior 
Leaders  program  as  volunteers  in  all  phases  of  the 
program.  This  program,  unique  in  recreation  in 
the  country,  has  enabled  the  department  to  increase 
the  quality  and  participation  of  activities,  as  the 
youngsters  help  the  ]jaid  personnel  in  many  ways. 

Slightly  over  ninety-cents  w'as  the  jjer  capita  cost 
for  Quincy’s  municipal  recreation  program  this  year 


as  against  the  national  standard  of  .S.H.OO  per  capita. 
Despite  this  indicatetl  deficiency,  the  fact  that 
Quincy  is  unusually  fortunate  in  other  recreational 
o|)portunities  providetl  by  other  agencies  and 
groups,  may  somewhat  offset  this  condition.  How- 
ever, a professional  recreation  facility  and  prcjgram 
survey  this  year  of  thirty-eight  to  forty  communities 
in  the  Metropolitan  Boston  area  clearly  showetl 
that  Quincy  rated  high  in  facilities,  program  and 
participation  and  low  on  budget  and  full-time  staff. 

This  year  showed  a marked  increase  in  the  inter- 
est of  all  ages  in  the  importance  of  |)hysical  fitne.ss 
through  recreation.  The  policy  of  tlie  department 
in  providing  instruction  and  a chance  to  jiarticipate 
in  sjjorts  w'hich  have  a carry-over  value,  supple- 
mented the  regular  team  and  league  play.  lncrea,setl 
interest  in  individual  type  activities  such  as  skiing, 
tennis,  gymnastics,  sailing,  golf  and  water  skiing, 
was  very  noticeable. 

PARENTS  INTERESTED 

Many  more  parents  are  becoming  interested  in 
the  community  recreation  program  because  they 
have  been  drawn  into  it  by  their  children.  T he  idea 
of  a family  playing  together  is  important  as  it  helps 
to  solidify  this  basic  unit  of  .society.  ,\  pilot  evening 
instructional  sailing  program  for  adults,  utili/ing 
the  city’s  thirty  boats  at  Black’s  (ireek,  was  ex- 
tremely successful  and  will  become  a regular  yearly 
activity.  As  across  the  nation,  Quincy  too  felt  the 
booming  interest  in  Winter  skiing.  I’he  city  is  most 
fortunate  to  have  free  u.se  of  the  hill  at  Furnace 
Brook  Golf  Glub  for  this  activity  as  well  as  the  golf 
course  for  their  instructional  golf  jjrogram  in  the 
Summer.  Special  playground  ]jarents’  night  pro- 
grams, city-wide  tournaments,  exhibits,  end  of  the 
season,  and  demonstration  programs,  showed  the 
parents  the  positive  results  of  a well-rounded  rec- 
reation program  for  youngsters  of  all  ages. 
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SENIOR  CITIZENS  ACTIVITIES 


I'his  year  showed  anotlier  increase  in  the  popida- 
tion  ol  the  sixty-five  and  over  age  group  living  in 
the  city.  The  Department’s  requests  for  activities 
for  those  in  the  “Golden  Age”  of  life  was  evidenced 
as  more  and  more  people  are  retiring  earlier,  living 
longer  and  are  in  better  health  to  enjoy  activities 
of  a recreational  nature.  Senior  Citizens  Identifica- 
tion Cards  are  issued  to  this  group,  which  are  good 
for  reduced  rates  at  many  events  as  well  as  for  the 
department  sponsored  trips  out  of  the  city  to  events 
such  as  Red  Sox  ball  games,  events  at  Boston  Gar- 
den, Fairs,  Flower  Show,  etc. 

The  Director  of  Recreation  has  worked  closely 
with  the  officers  of  nine  jjrivately  sponsored  clubs 


for  Senior  Citizens  and  as  a member  of  the  Council 
For  The  Aging.  I'his  Cioumil  has  been  able  to  get 
the  city  to  take  over  the  Spanish  American  War 
X'eterans  Building  on  High  School  Avenue  which 
will  be  renovated  and  used  as  a Drop-in  Center  for 
Senior  Citizens.  This  accomplishment  is  a step  in 
the  right  direction  towards  ])roviding  similar  cen- 
ters for  senior  citizens  in  all  sections  of  the  city 
and  it  also  points  out  the  need  for  additional  rec- 
reational staff  to  work  with  this  age  group. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Board  are  more  than 
proud  of  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Quincy’s  Recrea- 
tion program  continues  to  be  rated  as  one  of  the 
finest  and  diversified  programs  in  the  Common- 
wealth.

Final  plans  have  been  formulated  and  shrubs 
have  been  jjurchased  to  landscape  and  beautify  our 
newest  section,  namely,  Section  R. 

Many  questions  have  been  asked  regarding  the 
old  Sailor’s  Cemetery  off  Fenno,  Street  as  to  who  is 
responsible  for  its  maintenance.  The  Board  of 
Managers  delved  into  the  records  and  found  that 
it  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a Board  of  Man- 
agers set  up  many  years  ago,  located  in  Boston,  with 
the  prime  function  of  maintaining  said  cemetery 
which,  for  many  years,  has  not  been  done.  Steps 
have  been  taken,  and  it  is  now  before  the  courts, 
to  determine  whether  or  not  it  will  be  turned  over 
to  our  Board  of  Managers  for  maintenance  or  order 
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the  men  of  their  own  board  to  perform  their  duties 
as  it  was  originally  set  up  for  them  to  do. 

In  regard  to  the  property  requested  from  the  Met- 
ropolitan District  Commission  in  the  Blue  Hill 
area  for  another  cemetery,  no  decision  has  been  mads 
relative  to  its  purcahses.  Borings  and  test  pits  have 
been  dug  and  these  findings  are  now  being  weighed 
as  to  the  feasibility  of  this  site  for  cemetery  ])ur- 
poses.  We  hope  that  a decision  will  be  forthcoming 
in  the  very  near  future  as  saleable  land  at  Mount 
WTjllaston  Cemetery  is  fast  coming  to  an  end  and 
by  the  middle  of  the  summer  no  moie  land  will  be 
available.  In  view  of  the.se  facts  we  will  have  to 
purchase  whatever  we  can,  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
enable  us  to  insure  burial  lots  for  our  citizens  of 
Quincy.

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Piddic  Law  87-54H  passed  by  Congress  and  new 
regulations  issued  by  our  State  WTlfare  De])artment 
have  brought  about  many  changes  in  qualifications 
of  jiersonnel.  .A  social  worker  to  be  enqiloyed  in  a 
local  welfare  dejiartment  now  must  have  at  least 
a bachelors  degree  from  an  accredited  college  and 
it  is  the  hope  of  the  federal  authorities  that  w’orkers 
will  obtain  a masters  degree.  In  order  to  help 
workers  obtain  this  the  federal  government  will 
participate  in  the  cost  of  tuition  and  salary  of  those 
attending  graduate  school. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  handled 
by  family  ca.se  workers  necessitated  adding  two  social 
workers  to  our  staff  in  order  to  conqily  with  require- 
ment of  no  more  than  fifty  cases  per  worker. 

■ V new  position  of  Deputy  Director  was  created 
in  July  and  Mr.  Robert  B.  Manning  was  appointed 
to  this  position.  Mr.  Manning  formerly  held  the 
jiosition  of  Princijial  Social  Work  Supervisor  and 


M iss  Margaret  Nf.  Whalen,  formerly  a Social  WTtrk 
Siq)ervisor  was  advanced  to  this  position.  Afrs.  Marie 
Whtlsh,  a Social  W^orker,  was  promoted  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Social  W^ork  Supervisor  in  charge  of  the 
Family  Service  Unit. 

We  had  a turn  over  of  six  social  workers  and 
three  clerks  during  1962. 

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

A j)lan  for  more  intensified  case  work  services  to 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  families  has  been  put 
into  effect  by  the  latest  federal  legislation  in  Public 
Law  87-543,  H.R.  Bill  lObOG.  Our  Ma.ssachusets 
State  Welfare  Department  now  recjuires,  in  accord- 
ance with  this  federal  legislation,  that  communities 
with  ca.seloads  of  over  200  families  set  up  a .sepa- 
rate family  ca.se  work  unit  as  of  Jidy  1,  1962  in 
which  each  case  worker  is  allowed  no  more  than 
fUty  family  cases.  More  fretpient  home  visits  are 
now  recjuired  and  in  order  to  help  finance  this  the 
Federal  Government  will  now  pay  75%  of  the  cost 
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ol  admiiiislratioM  ol  Aitl  to  1 )c|)ciukiu  Cliilclren. 
ilie  Slate  ol  Massat  luisetls  aiul  the  remain- 
ing (I  to  l>f  paid  l)\  the  City  ol  (hdiuy. 

()idiuy  was  one  ol  the  twenty-two  lomimmities 
in  Massat Iniseits  ie(|iiiied  to  set  up  this  laniilv  ease 
work  unit.  With  these  redneed  ease  loatls  it  is  ex- 
peeietl  that  workers  will  ha\e  more  time  to  ton- 
eentrate  on  lamily  problems  Iiopelidly  to  help  pre- 
vent juvenile  deliiupteney  and  sehool  tlrop-ouls. 
The  main  loens  ol  this  [trogram  is  to  tiy  to  reimiie 
lamilies,  thus  strengthening  lamily  lile.  Also  a 
more  eoneentrated  ellort  to  loeate  deserting  parents 
will  he  elleeted  and  eloser  eoniaets  with  lamilies 
will  try  to  prevent  Iratid.  In  order  to  earry  out  these 
iet|uirements  eontimiing  in-serviee  training  program 
is  being  planned  lor  loeal  tlepartments.  A reeent 
letleral  ehange  in  the  Soeial  Seenrity  Aet  elleetive 
October  1,  191)2  now  allows  federal  matching  lor 
grants  to  the  second  parent  in  the  lamily  who  is 
eligible  because  of  physical  or  mental  incapacity  or 
through  continued  unemployment. 

On  December  31,  1962  this  program  was  caring 
for  228  families  (195  adults  and  5.3-1  children)  as 
compared  to  1961  when  we  aided  212  families  (178 
adidts  and  -1,35  children). 

rite  costs  iit  1962  on  this  program  were  .$431,- 
849.24,  an  increa.se  over  1961  of  .$114,849.24  when 
the  total  spent  was  ,$317,()0().00. 

MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE  TO  THE  AGED 

.Medical  Assistance  lor  the  Aged  under  the  Kerr- 
Mills  .Act  has  now  completed  its  second  full  year  in 
operation.  There  were  380  applications  filed  by 
Quincy  residents  in  1962  and  there  were  339  active 
cases  on  our  rolls  at  year’s  end.  Of  this  number, 
the  department  is  financially  assisting  213  persons 
who  are  patients  in  Nurisng  Homes  and  Chronic 
Hospitals. 

Several  changes  in  the  law'  and  policy  governing 
this  category  of  assistance  took  effect  during  1962. 
The  daily  rate  w'e  are  required  to  pay  for  Nursing 
Home  care  w’as  increased  from  $6.60  to  $6.85.  Our 
\4siting  Nurse  .Association  increased  its  charges 
from  $3.00  to  $3.50  per  visit.  The  mandatory  daily 
rate  paid  at  the  Quincy  City  Hospital  was  increased 
from  $27.71  to  $29.25  on  January  1,  1962.  AVhen 
one  considers  the  constantly  increasing  costs  of 
drugs,  medicines  and  other  medical  needs  in  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that 
the  expense  of  administering  the  Aledical  .Assist- 
ance for  the  .Aged  program  will  continue  its  upward 
s])iral. 

Children  of  applicants  and  recipients  of  Medical 
.Assistance  for  the  .Aged  w'ere  grantetl  an  increase 
in  their  income  exemjJtion,  by  .Statute,  which  is 
bound  to  increase  the  department’s  exjjenditures  in 
behalf  of  their  aged  parents. 

I he  only  other  significant  change  during  1962 
w'as  the  re-statement  of  policy  concerning  the  de- 


sirabiliiN  of  fuinishing  ailtlilional  sotial  seivites  to 
the  aged  and  disableil  with  a \ iew  to  assisting  in 
iheii  lesioiaiion  to  sell-siqiport  and  independem e. 
Ellis  tame  about  as  the  result  ol  Federal  legislation 
embodied  in  Public  Law  87-543. 

In  1962  the  total  tost  was  $628,522.02  as  opposed 
to  $577,799.50  in  1961  or  an  increase  ol  .$50,722.52 
o\er  last  year. 

DISABILITY  ASSISTANCE 

Public  Law  87-54.3  also  extends  to  Disability  .As- 
sistance and  local  boards  are  retpiired  to  render 
iiurea.sed  services  to  the  disabled.  Rehabilitation 
will  be  the  most  important  consideration  to  be 
given  to  this  jjarticular  grou|)  in  order  to  help  the 
disabled  to  become  self-supporting. 

Ehere  was  a slight  increase  in  1962  in  the  Dis- 
ability .Assistance  caseload  which  was  113  as  com- 
pared with  109  at  the  end  of  1961.  Elfective  October 
I,  1962  an  amendment  to  the  Social  .Security  .Act 
iiurea.sed  the  federal  matching  in  this  category  to 
$46.50  monthly  per  case. 

Ihe  costs  of  Disability  .Assistance  for  the  vear 
1962  were  $210,225.41,  an  increase  of  $34,248.79 
over  1961  w4ien  a total  of  $175,976.62  was  spent. 

OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

I he  Public  AATlfare  .Amendments  of  1962,  Public 
Law  87-543  also  require  local  boards  to  increase 
casework  sendees  to  the  aged  and  in  order  to  help 
the  various  states  with  this  cost  federal  administra- 
tive reimbursement  is  now  55%  and  also  the  federal 
matching  on  grants  is  $54.00  per  case  monthly. 

The  Ma.ssachusetts  Legislature  also  made  .several 
changes  in  Old  .Age  .Assistance  as  follows:  reduction 
of  the  residence  requirement  to  one  year  in  the 
State,  amended  Sections  2.A  and  30  of  Chapter  1 18.A 
increasing  exeni])tions  of  children  w’ho  are  liable  to 
support  their  parents.  .As  of  October  1962  they  in- 
creased the  travel  allowance  to  the  elderly  from 
.$4.00  to  $5.00  monthly. 

On  December  .31,  1962  there  were  707  cases  on 
Old  .-Age  .Assistance  as  compared  with  771  in  1961. 
I he  total  cost  for  this  category  in  19(i2  was  $926,- 
839.74  as  compared  to  $940,025.89  in  1961  or  a 
decrease  in  cost  of  $1.3,187.15. 

GENERAL  RELIEF 

This  jjrogram  of  assistance  continues  to  helj)  all 
those  persons  who  are  not  eligible  for  any  form  of 
categorical  aid  and  also  all  veterans  who  are  refused 
aid  by  Veterans’  .Aid  as  unworthy  veterans.  Most 
recipients  of  this  form  of  aid  are  short  term  cases. 
4 he  caseload  during  the  year  1962  increa.sed  to  55 
over  38  who  were  on  the  rolls  at  the  end  of  1961. 

General  Relief  continued  to  aid  during  the  year 
1962  a number  of  children  in  special  schools  who 
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were  placed  Iierc  l)y  courts  and  those  in  need  ol 
sjjecial  attention  as  recommended  by  private  agen- 
cies and  clinics. 

Our  Intake  Ollice  took  a total  ol  952  a|r]jlications 
in  1962  divided  as  lollows:  Old  Age  105,  Disability 
■ Vssistance  86,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  177,  Gen- 
eral Rebel  259  and  i\Iedical  Assistance  to  the 
.\ged  .545. 

.V  total  ol  122  notices  were  sent  by  onr  Settlement 
Department  to  other  cities,  towns  and  the  state 
and  we  received  Irom  other  cities  and  towns  89 
notices  ol  assistance.  On  Old  ,Vge  .Vssistance  a total 
ol  55  notices  were  sent  to  cities,  towns  and  the  state 
and  Onincy  received  a total  ol  22  notices  Irom  other 
communities. 

Costs  lor  the  year  1962  on  General  Rebel  were 
$60,599.20  which  was  a decrea.se  ol  .$9,948.77  over 
the  total  spent  in  1961  ol  $70,547.97. 

CITY  HOME 

1 he  City  Home  continued  to  provide  Icjod  and 
shelter  lor  a ntmd:)er  ol  elderly  recipients  who  were 
in  need  ol  temporary  care.  During  the  year  1962 
the  average  number  ol  inmates  was  18  men  and 
women  per  day.  The  home  also  continued  during 
the  year  as  a temporary  haven  lor  disjrlaced  lamibes. 

Xumerous  improvements  were  made  at  the  Home 
during  the  year,  many  ol  which  were  to  comply 
with  the  fire  laws,  such  as  an  electric  fire  alarm 
system,  fire  escapes  to  all  three  lloors  and  fire  ex- 
tinguishers. .V  new  oil  burner  was  installed  and 
other  smaller  renovations  were  also  made.  .Vll  ol 
these  improvements  were  also  required  in  order  to 
maintain  a license  to  operate  this  home. 

The  expenditnres  in  1962  increased  to  $15,882.27 
as  compared  with  $12,627.74  in  1961. 

Surplus  loods  continued  to  he  dispensed  on  the 
second  W^ednesday  ol  each  month  at  the  City  Home. 
'T  hose  lamibes  eligible  lor  these  loods  included  all 
those  receiving  public  assistance,  Veterans-Benefits 
and  those  lamibes  who  proved  that  the  lainily  in- 
come was  insnlficient  lor  their  needs.  .Vmong  the 
commodities  distributed  during  1962  were  butter, 
chee.se  (natural  and  proces.secl),  lard,  corn  meal. 
Hour,  powdered  milk,  rice,  beans,  canned  meat, 
rolled  oats  and  peanut  butter.  .V  total  ol  110,119 


pounds  ol  commodities  were  dispensed  at  ;t  tot;il 
retail  value  ol  $55,665.95.  1 he  nundter  ol  lamibes 
receiving  these  loods  were  2561  (11,074  persons), 
at  a cost  to  the  city  ol  $951.70. 

MEDICAL  ADVISOR 

Dr.  William  R.  Hellrich  is  still  the  medical  ad- 
visor to  the  stall  ol  the  Wellare  Department.  He 
comes  weekly  to  the  office  in  order  to  conler  with 
the  workers  on  their  indi\idnal  medical  problems 
and  to  advise  them  ol  what  procedures  to  lollow. 
He  acts  as  liaison  officer  between  our  office  and  the 
Slate  .Medical  Review  d’eam. 

POLICE  OEEICER 

Detective  Charles  R.  Griffin  is  still  connected 
with  the  Wellare  Department  and  his  chiel  dtity  is 
locating  and  jnosecuting  parents  who  have  deserted 
their  lamibes.  During  the  year  19()2  he  handled  96 
cases  ol  non-support  aiul  neglect  ol  lamily.  Through 
his  efforts  and  with  the  help  ol  our  local  court’s 
Probation  Department  he  was  able  to  turn  over  to 
lamibes  on  aid  the  sum  ol  $52,470.00  which  relieved 
the  VV^ellare  Department  ol  this  additional  expense. 

TAG  DAYS 

The  Connni.ssioner  ol  Public  Wellare  under 
Chapter  101,  Section  55  ol  the  General  Laws  is  the 
authori/ing  agent  lor  organizations  and  other  groups 
soliciting  lunds  in  the  city.  A total  ol  1 I licenses 
were  issued  during  the  year  1962  to  youth  groujis 
and  charitable  organizations. 

COUNCIL  FOR  THE  AGING 

Venna  continned  this  year  as 
Chairman  for  the  Council  lor  the  .Vging.  d he  other

.As  indicated  in  the  accompanying  statistics,  the 
circulaticjn  is  clind)ing  steadily  upward.  The  Adult 
Department  at  the  ^^ain  Library  had  its  highest 
circulation  since  1938.  The  Norfolk  Downs  Hranch 
also  had  the  second  largest  year  in  its  history,  ex- 
ceeded only  by  its  1933  record,  that  year  having 
been  the  year  of  the  library’s  greatest  usage. 

'The  .Vtlantic  Branch  had  the  biggest  year  in  its 
history  as  did  the  .Squantum  Branch,  and  the  Book- 
mobile continues  to  break  its  own  records,  having 
had  an  increase  in  circulation  of  I2,l()5  over  last 
year. 

.All  this  means  that  our  book  collection  is  getting 
heavy  use.  'The  ever  increasing  demands  for  new 
material  in  all  categories,  plus  the  replacement  of 
standard  works  takes  money.  The  trustees  of  the 


The  year  19b2  will  always  remain  a milestone  in 
the  history  of  Quincy’s  library  since  it  will  be  re- 
membered as  the  year  in  which  the  long-hoped-for 
new  branch  library  in  the  north  .section  of  Quincy 
became  a reality.  Ground  was  broken  in  December 
and  wcjrk  begun  immediately  by  the  ccjntractor. 
Gcjmpletion  is  anticipated  in  the  summer  of  1963. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  expanded  .services  in  the  new 
branch  will  relieve  the  pressure  at  the  main  library 
where  scj  many  students  are  unable  to  find  seats  in 
the  Reference  Department.  During  the  year  the 
Reference  Department  handled  2,317  telephone  ref- 
erence questions  in  addition  to  8,405  questions  asked 
at  the  reference  desk,  and  17,806  magazine  recpiests 
supplied. 
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library  reiterate  their  plea  lor  larger  book  appro- 
priations. In  a recent  survey  on  Ptiblic  Liltrary 
Service  appeared  the  tpiestion  “Is  it  up-to-date? 
Nothing  kills  a library  like  stagnation.  li  it  becomes 


a mere  repository  lor  all  that  is  obsolete  and  nse- 
le.ss,  it  is  just  a ptdtlic  attic.”  Keeping  a book  collec- 
tion up-to-date  and  tiseiul  is  possible  only  when 
adetpiate  itnids  are  available.

The  Department  ol  \'eterans’  Services  has  the 
responsibility  of  obtaining  hospital  care  at  \’eterans 
Administration  facilities  for  veterans  with  service- 
connected  disabilities,  and  within  the  limits  of 
existing  Veterans  Administration  facilities,  and  for 
veterans  with  non-service-connected  disabilities  and 
who  cannot  defray  the  cost  of  hospital  or  domiciliary 
care.  We  are  always  striving  to  have  veterans  ad- 
mitted into  \'eterans  Administration  hospitals  in 
order  that  the  tax  payers  of  the  City  of  Quincy  may 
be  alleviated  of  this  great  financial  binxlen. 

During  the  year  1962,  Quincy  veterans  sjrent 
17,555  days  in  the  four  V.A.  hospitals:  Boston  V.A. 


Hospital;  ^Vest  Roxbury  VbA.  Hospital;  Brockton 
Hospital;  Rutland  \’.A.  Hospital,  and  the 
(ihelsea  Soldiers’  Hospital.  The  cost  of  this  care 
amounted  to  approximately  §515,18.^.  Had  these 
cases  been  treated  at  our  City  Hospital,  our  City 
woidd  have  had  to  bear  one-half  of  this  amount. 
T he  utilisation  of  the  facilities  of  V.A.  Hospitals 
not  only  saves  the  City  money,  but  also  makes  avail- 
able more  bed  facilities  in  the  Qtnncy  City  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  non-veteran  patients. 

T he  Compensation  and  Pensions  programs  pro- 
vide monthly  assistance  to  veterans  and  their  de- 
pendents. During  the  year  1962  this  office  proc- 
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csst'd  125  Annual  ( hiesiionnaiics  lor  pension  |)ur- 
])oses.  Dining  tlie  \eai  ive  also  initiated  150 
Compensation  (ilaims.  Seveial  thousand  pieces  ol 
conespondeiue  Iia\e  been  initiated  in  releience  to 
tliese  two  programs. 

Dining  the  sear  1002,  10,500  persons  sought  aid, 
aihice,  or  assistance  Irom  this  Department.  I hese 
also  (oxered  such  fields  as  Pensions,  Ciompensation, 
Hospitalization,  l-.dncation,  Ci.l.  rraining,  Ci.I. 
Loans,  l ax  .Vhatements,  War  Orphans’  Education, 
ami  (iovernment  Cdave  Markers  and  Hurials. 

Several  Strikes  in  this  area  increased  the  cost  of 
\eterans’  Benefits.  The  .Vmerican  Telegrapliers, 
and  the  (ila/iers  had  a Strike  of  several  xveeks’  dura- 
tion. .V  recently  enacted  Servicemen’s  Bill,  which 
gave  enlistees,  draftees,  and  reactivated  Reservists, 
right  to  a,ssistance  under  the  \’eterans’  Benefits  law, 
also  increased  assistance  costs. 

On  May  1,  1962  our  Graves  Registration  Officer 
retired,  due  to  having  reached  the  mandatory  age 
of  70,  and  until  a new  Graves  Registration  Officer 
was  appointed  from  the  Civil  Service  List,  the  Direc- 
tor performed  this  work. 

.\s  in  the  past,  this  Department  underwrote  the 
cost  of  patriotic  holidays  in  the  City,  including  the 
cost  of  musical  organizations,  flags,  transportation, 
refreshments,  and  xvreaths.  The  Civil  War  Centen- 
nial and  Loyalty  Day  was  celebrated  on  April  29, 
1962.  The  costs  for  these  parades  were  jiaid  by  this 
Department. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  reimburses  the 
(iity  one-half  of  \'eterans’  Assistance  to  veterans  and 
their  dependents,  State  \'eterans’  Services  Investiga- 
tors supervise  our  case  reports  to  ascertain  confonn- 
ity  with  the  laws,  directives,  and  regulations. 

Inasmuch  as,  by  law,  the  fathers,  mothers,  widows, 
wives  and  children  of  war  veterans  are  eligible  for 
a.ssistance,  and  as  many  veterans  and  parents  of  vet- 
erans are  reaching  their  sunset  years,  medical,  nurs- 
ing home,  hospitalization,  and  drugs  costs  have 
sharply  increased. 

Because  Pensions,  Social  Security,  ^Vorkmens 
Compensation,  and  Sick  Benefits  are,  in  many  cases, 
inadetjuate,  many  veterans  and  their  dependents  are 


obliged  to  seek  supplementation  Irom  this  Depail- 
ment.  .Approximately  S.'lH.'fOOO  was  spent  on  \'et- 
erans’  Benefits,  im  hiding  benefits  paid  to  Strikers, 
the  Commonwealth  reimbursing  the  (iity  one-hall 
ol  this  amount.  .Assignment  ol  Liens  reioxered  — 
S6,771;  recovered  from  Property  Liens  — S5.12I; 
other  sources  — SI, 055. 

I'tilizalion  ol  other  Soc  ial  Security  Programs,  sue  h 
as  A . A.,  Pensions  and  ( amipensations.  Retirement, 
Old  .Age  .Assistance,  .Aid  to  Dependent  Children, 
I'nemployment  Compensation,  W’orkmens  Compen- 
sation, Sick  Benefits,  and  I'otal  Disability,  have  re- 
duced the  cost  of  A'eterans’  Benefits  by  the  Caty. 

rhe  year  1962  again  brought  a slow,  but  steady, 
rise  in  reipiests  lor  financ  ial  assistance  from  veterans 
or  their  families.  This  increase  became  very  marked 
in  the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  as  employment 
dipped  in  this  area. 

I he  per  diem  rates  paid  to  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes  were  increased  in  many  areas.  Outpatient 
and  A’isiting  Nurses’  fees  have  also  increased. 

During  the  year  1962  a total  of  112  Ouincy  vet- 
erans died  — as  follows:  Sjianish-American  War  — 
-1;  World  AVar  I — 59;  WMrld  War  II  — 47;  Korean 
Cx)nfiict  — 2. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  bronze  grave  markers  were 
placed  in  all  local  cemeteries,  including  Mount 
AA'ollaston,  St.  Mary’s,  Hancock,  and  Hall  Place, 
for  new  burials  or  the  replacement  of  worn  or  stolen 
markers. 

On  Memorial  Day,  2,162  flags  were  placed  on 
veterans’  graves.  The  55  bronze  markers  in  the 
Squares  were  also  flagged.  There  are  112  military 
and  burial  records  added  to  the  Dejtartment  file. 

On  October  1,  1962,  war  veterans  with  service- 
connected  disabilities  received  an  increase  in  com- 
pensation rates,  amounting  to  9.4  average  increase, 
under  Public  Law  87-645. 

4 he  year  1962  brought  no  major  changes  or  re- 
visions under  the  Social  Security  l.egislation  law. 
Minimum  Social  Security  benefits  to  a single  bene- 
ficiary still  remain  at  ,S4().00  monthly.  Men  are 
eligible  to  receive  Social  Security  Benefits  upon 
reaching  the  age  of  62,  at  a reduced  rate.

I'his,  the  Lwenty-Filth  Anniversary  ol  Public 
Housing  in  the  Ihiited  States,  also  marks  the  Seven- 
teenth Anniversary  ol  the  organization  ol  the 
Quincy  Housing  Authority  by  vote  ol  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  April  19-lii.  Under  Chapter  121  ol  the  General 
Laws,  the  Authority  is  a public  body  politic  and 
corporate,  whose  lunction  is  to  administer  the  local 
public  housing  program.  An  Authority  is  not  a Fed- 
eral, State  or  City  department,  but  it  is  a jtolitical 
subdivision  ol  the  Commonwealth  and  as  separate 
and  distinct  a creature  ol  the  State  Legislature  as 
the  City  itsell. 

The  Authority  is  composed  ol  five  mend)ers,  lour 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  stdjject  to  confirmation  ol 
the  City  Council,  and  one  appointed  by  tbe  Chair- 
man ol  the  State  Housing  Board,  each  to  serve  a 
term  ol  five  years. 

Collectively,  the  Housing  Authority  is  regarded 
as  similar  to  the  board  ol  directors  ol  a corporation. 
It  has  the  sole  responsibility  for  achieving  the  pur- 
poses lor  which  the  Authority  was  established  by 
State  and  Federal  Statute. 

.\  Hotising  .\uthority  handles  its  own  finances, 
borrows  funds  on  its  own  notes,  and  issties  its  own 
bonds,  none  ol  which  is  an  obligation  ol  the  local 
government.  It  makes  its  own  contracts  lor  con- 
struction ol  projects  or  purchases  ol  materials  and 
hires  the  necessary  personnel  to  administer  its 
program. 

In  all  ol  its  operations,  an  Authority  is  guided 
and  controlled  by  two  agencies,  the  State  Housing 
Board  and  the  Public  Housing  Administration.  The 
Itasis  ol  this  relationship  with  these  agencies  is  con- 
tractual. It  is  represented  by  the  so-called  “Contract 
lor  Financial  A.ssistance”  which  is  executed  by  and 
between  the  Authority  and  the  State  Housing  Board 
and  the  “Annual  Contribution  Contract”  between 
the  .Atithority  and  Federal  Government.  I'hese  con- 
tracts, predicated  on  or  augmented  by  Federal  and 
State  Legislation  and  regidations  promulgated  by 
the  two  agencies,  define  the  responsibilities  and  ob- 
ligations ol  the  Atithority. 

In  1956  it  was  necessary  to  institute  the  “late 
penalty”  system  for  failure  to  pay  rent  promptly. 
Since  the  adoption  of  the  system,  rent  collections 
have  been  excellent  with  only  228  notices  being 
served  in  1962  as  against  1416  in  1955,  the  year 
jrrior  to  institution  of  the  penalty  system. 


Fhe  Quincy  Housing  Authority  is  currently  man- 
aging thirty-si.x  Chapter  372  permanent  units,  four 
hundred  Chapter  200  permanent  units,  one  hundred 
eighty  Federally-aided  low  rent  permanent  units  and 
forty-five  Chapter  667  permanent  units  lor  Senior 
Citizens,  all  ol  which  are  fully  occupied.  .Also,  in 
the  planning  stage,  with  preliminary  plans  having 
been  approved  by  the  State  Housing  Board,  are 
seventy-five  atlditional  tinits  tinder  Chapter  667  lor 
Senior  Citizens. 

WESTACRES 

This  development  is  located  in  WTst  Quincy  ad- 
jacent to  the  Southeast  Expre.ssway,  and  consists  ol 
nine  buildings  composed  of  lour  units  each.  They 
are  ol  frame  construction  of  colonial  design.  Each 
unit  consists  ol  two  bedrooms,  living  room,  kitchen 
and  l)ath  with  lull  basements.  Tenants  furnish  their 
own  heat  and  utilities.  Rents  are  .|65.50  per  month. 
The  development  was  completed  in  1948  at  a total 
cost  ol  $399,864.15. 

Operating  expenses  were  kept  to  a minimum  dur- 
ing 1962.  Collection  losses  were  nil.  Since  1948,  the 
.-Vuthority  has  paid  to  the  City  ol  Quincy  as  surplus 
from  o])erations  a total  of  $191,771.82,  which  in- 
cltides  .$9,000  forwarded  the  City  in  1962.  There  is 
an  ailditional  $2,424.46  to  be  forwarded  in  |anu- 
ary  1963. 

To  be  eligible  lor  this  develojtment,  one  must  be 
a veteran.  1 here  are  no  income  limits  here  as  in 
the  other  developments  managed  by  the  Atithority. 
However,  the  .Vuthority  attempts  to  place  in  this 
development  families  who  do  not  qualify  income- 
wise  or  family  composition-wise  in  its  other  devel- 
opments. Since  these  are  all  two-bedroom  units,  onlv 
those  families  with  one  or  two  children  qualify. 

During  1962  three  tenants  vacated  WTstacres,  all 
of  rvhom  purchased  new  homes. 

4 he  development  is  in  good  physical  condition 
exteriorwise.  Considerable  corrective  black-topping 
of  walks  and  drying  areas  was  accomplished  during 
1962  and  it  is  anticipated  some  floor  and  counter- 
top  replacements  will  be  necessary  during  1963. 

SNUG  HARBOR 

I his  Chapter  200  State-aided  development  is  lo- 
cated in  the  Germantown  section  of  Quincy  and  is 
conqjosed  ol  one  hundred  buildings  of  frame  con- 
struction, each  consisting  of  four  units.  There  are 
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2‘iO  t\\o-l)Cilrooin  units.  KiO  iluet‘-l)Cilrooin  units 
and  20  lour-hediooin  units.  I'adt  unit  lias  a livitig 
room,  kittlicn,  hatli  and  lull  hascnient  wiili  indi- 
vidual steam  healing  Inti nets.  1 lie  develo|niieni  was 
completed  in  1050  at  a total  cost  ol  S 1,250,000  and 
has  remained  lOO'^p  occupied. 

Eligil)ilit\  lor  admission  to  this  development  is 
hased  primarily  on  income  and  need  lor  housing. 

I he  maximum  income  limit  lor  athnission  lor  a 
laniily  consisting  ol  one  minor  child  is  S1500,  with 
continued  occu])ancy  limits  set  at  S5000.  Eighteen 
percent  ol  net  income  is  the  basis  lor  coni|)uting 
rent.  I he  niaximum  income  limit  lor  a laniily  con- 
sisting ol  two  children  is  S-1700  per  year  with  a con- 
tinued occupancy  limit  ol  .S5200  per  year.  .Sixteen 
jiercent  ol  net  income  is  the  basis  lor  coniijuting 
rent.  A large  laniily,  consisting  ol  three  or  more 
minor  children,  pays  lourteen  percent  ol  net  income 
lor  rent.  The  niaximum  income  limit  lor  admission 
is  S1900  per  year,  with  continued  occupancy  set  at 
S5400.  An  additional  deduction  ol  SI 00  is  made  lor 
each  minor  child  in  excess  ol  three  in  determining 
net  income  and  rent.  Tenants  purchase  their  own 
luel,  gas  and  electricity. 

Finally,  alter  two  years  ol  correspondence,  the 
State  Housing  Board  gave  its  approval  to  shingle 
eighteen  clapboard  houses  with  the  condition  the 
clapboards  be  removed.  The  contract  was  awarded 
in  the  amount  ol  $53,100.00,  which  included  re- 
moval ol  the  clapboards,  re-shingling,  glazing 
throughout  and  painting  ol  trim,  including  all 
metal  work. 

During  the  past  summer  and  lall  the  painters 
completed  eighteen  ol  the  originally  shingled  houses. 
In  addition,  one  house  is  75%  complete  and  an- 
other 50%  complete.  11  weather  permits,  it  is  possi- 
ble these  may  be  completed  shcntly.  All  ol  these 
houses  were  painted  two  coats  complete,  which  in- 
cluded glazing  throughout. 

During  1902  a new  parking  area  was  constructed, 
extensive  blacktopping  to  deteriorated  walks  and 
tlrying  areas,  grounds  work,  extensive  lloor  and 
countertop  replacements  were  accomplished. 

In  the  past  it  had  been  the  practice  ol  the  Au- 
thority to  employ  additional  plumbers  and  steam- 
fitters  to  clean  the  oil  burners  annually  in  the  sum- 
mer time.  However,  as  the  result  ol  inlormation 
gathered  at  one  ol  the  clinics  at  the  X.\HR()  con- 
lerence  the  program  was  changed  in  1902.  lAing  our 
own  force  of  plumbers,  steamfitters  and  laborers,  the 
burners  were  completely  serviced  in  the  fall  with  all 
work  being  completed  within  three  weeks.  It  ap- 
jjears  to  have  been  more  expeditious  and  efficient  to 
have  waited  through  the  summer  until  the  tenants 
filled  their  tanks  for  the  heating  season  and  allowing 
sediment  and  water  to  work  out  ol  the  tanks,  since 
oil  burner  calls  seem  to  have  been  greatly  reduced 
over  other  heating  seasons. 

With  the  approval  ol  the  State  Housing  Board, 
it  is  planned  to  construct  a new  maintenance  build- 


ing siine  our  present  huilities  are  exinineh  inade- 
(piale. 

The  .\nnual  Redeierminaiion  ol  rents  anil  income 
was  completed  ellei  tive  1 August,  I9(i2.  There  were 
K)l  upward  adjustments  in  rent,  20  downward  ad- 
justments and  21  arbitrary  adjustments  ol  SIO  each 
lor  those  tenants  who  lailed  to  comj)ly  with  the  con- 
liilions  ol  their  lease.  The  average  rent  increase  was 
.'s().78  and  the  average  deirease  was  SO. 55.  There  are 
12  tenants  over-income.  Ol  the  12  lamilies,  nine- 
teen have  lour  or  more  chiklren. 

In  connection  with  the  over-income  lamilies,  al- 
though the  Authority,  in  August,  voieil  to  reipiesi 
approval  ol  the  State  Housing  Boartl  lor  increased 
income  limits,  the  reipiest  was  not  made  pending 
a stuily  ol  incomes  in  the  area.  However,  alter  re- 
viewing the  wage  rates  in  this  area,  it  is  now  con- 
templated to  request  the  approval.  .\s  an  example 
ol  tlie  wage  rates  in  and  about  Ouincy,  a laborer 
receives  S3. 00  per  hour,  or  $02-10  per  year.  \i  this 
rate,  even  though  he  had  seven  children,  under  our 
jrresent  limits  he  woulil  still  be  over  income. 

In  December  1902,  $14,-100.00  was  lorwarded  the 
City  ol  Quincy  as  ijayment  in  lieu  ol  taxes. 

I'here  are  two,  possibly  three,  new  parking  areas 
to  be  built,  corrective  blacktojjping  ol  walks  and 
drying  areas  and  a very  concerteil  jjrogram  ol  re- 
placement ol  tankless  hot  water  heaters  to  be  accom- 
plished in  the  coming  year. 

The  Director  ol  the  City  ol  Quincy  Recreation 
Dejtartmetu  has  recently  become  interested  in  avail- 
able facilities  in  our  area  lor  recreational  purposes. 
In  this  connection,  the  Authority  is  cooperating  in 
planning  a basketball  court  and  skating  rink  at  the 
area  beside  the  Administration  Building. 

RIVERVIEW 

“Riverview”  is  a Federally-aided  low  rent  housing 
development,  and  is  adjacent  to  the  Snug  Harbor 
development  and  borders  on  Fore  River  and  Rock 
Island  Cove.  This  development  was  coinjileted  in 
1952  and  has  remained  100%  occupied  since  the 
date  ol  initial  occujtancy  on  June  25,  1952. 

The  development  consists  ol  forty-five  buildings 
of  four  units  each  totalling  one  hundred  eighty 
units.  'There  are  fourteen  one-bedroom  units,  twelve 
ol  which  are  occiqtied  by  .senior  citizens;  ninety 
two-bedroom  units,  sixty-two  three-bedroom  units 
and  fourteen  four-bedroom  units.  Steam  heat  and 
hot  water  are  supplied  from  a central  heating  plant. 
■\11  utilities  and  refrigeration  are  furnished  by  the 
.\uthority. 

Rents  are  determined  in  accordance  with  income 
and  size  ol  family,  approximately  21%  of  net  in- 
come. Although  preference  is  given  veteran  families, 
this  development  is  not  essentially  a veterans’  de- 
velojtment.  .\s  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  there 
are  fifty-seven  veterans  and  one  hundred  twenty- 
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three  non-veteran  tainilies  occupying  the  develop- 
ment 

T he  animal  re-exainination  ol  rents  and  incomes, 
completed  in  November  1962,  resulted  in  ten  de- 
creases in  rent,  with  an  average  decrease  ol  S2().00 
and  88  increases  in  rent  with  an  average  increase 
ol  $15.00 

In  the  early  part  ol  1962  shingling  over  clapboards 
ol  eighteen  houses  and  installation  ol  aluminum 
combination  windows  throtighout  rvere  completed. 

It  is  contemplated  that  some  exterior  painting 
will  be  necessary  in  the  coming  year.  The  program 
ol  replacement  ol  tile  lloors  and  countertops  will 
continue.  There  still  remains  considerable  resurlac- 
ing  ol  walks  and  drying  areas  as  preventive  main- 
tenance as  well  as  replacement  ol  wooden  stoops 
with  concrete. 

For  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1961  to  June  30,  1962, 
the  sum  ol  $9,757.-17  was  lorwarded  the  City  ol 
Qtiincy  as  payment  in  lieu  ol  taxes. 

SNUG  HARBOR  COURT 
SENIOR  CITIZENS 

Snug  Harbor  Court  is  a State-aided  Chajrter  667 
development  consisting  ol  twelve  buildings  contain- 
ing lorty-five  units.  It  is  located  at  the  corner  ol 
Shed  and  Palmer  Streets  in  Germantown  adjacent 
to  the  Sntig  Harbor  development.  The  land  on 
which  it  is  constructed  was  part  ol  the  original  tract 
ol  7.3  acres  purchased  Irom  Sailors'  Sntig  Harbor 
lor  veterans’  hotising,  and  being  in  excess  ol  the 
needs  lor  the  veterans’  development,  was  translerred 
to  Chapter  6(i7  without  cost. 

'Fhe  buildings,  ol  brick  veneer,  consist  ol  a living 
room,  bedroom,  kitchen  and  bath.  Four  btiildings 
have  basements  which  contain  heating  plants  to 
.service  the  lorty-five  units  with  gas  heat  anti  hot 
w'ater.  Among  the  many  salety  leattires  are  hantl- 
rails  in  bathrooms,  emergency  bells  connectetl  with 
adjoining  apartments  and  an  elaborate  fire  alarm 
system,  the  first  ol  its  kind  in  Massachusetts,  which 
is  connected  directly  to  the  central  fire  heatltjuarters. 

'Fo  be  eligible  lor  this  hotising,  a person  must  be 
()5  years  ol  age  or  oter  (single  individuals  or 
couples),  must  be  citizens  ol  the  Ibiited  States  (ex- 
cept an  alien  who  has  served  in  the  armed  forces 
ol  the  Ibiited  States  and  who  has  been  honorably 
discharged  and  who  has  ajrplied  lor  citizenship), 
and  aliens  eligible  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance. 

'Fhe  annual  income  ol  a single  person  shall  not 
exceed  .$2500  lor  admission  and  $.3125  for  continued 
occujrancy  and  that  ol  couples  shall  not  exceed 
$.300()  lor  admission  with  a continued  occupancy 
limit  ol  .$.3750.  Applicants  must  also  be  in  need 
ol  sale  anti  sanitary  housing,  l ire  present  rent  is 
$51.50  which  includes  gas  heat  and  hot  water,  elec- 
tric cooking  anti  relrigeration. 

Although  the  development  was  initially  occupied 
on  August  26,  1959,  the  contract  has  not  yet  been 


closetl  tnit  because  ol  the  bankruptcy  ol  the  con- 
tractor and  lailure  ol  the  bontling  company  to  prop- 
erly lulfill  the  contract.  As  a result,  the  Autlmrity 
was  obligetl  to  engage  the  services  ol  legal  counsel 
and  the  architect  was  obliged  to  spend  considerably 
more  time  at  the  development  than  his  contract 
called  lor.  In  addition,  it  was  determined  that 
much  ol  the  work  was  not  accomplished  in  strict 
compliance  with  the  contract.  Downspouts  are  com- 
pletely rotted  out,  retpiiring  replacement,  iron  work 
was  not  properly  treated,  and  some  ol  the  trim  on 
the  btiildings  was  not  properly  painted. 

Therelore,  out  ol  approximately  $27,000  in  re- 
tentions, legal  coun,sel  and  the  architect  have  been 
reimbur,sed  lor  their  services,  and  when  weather  per- 
mits, bids  will  be  sought  lor  the  necessary  corrective 
work. 

667-2 

Although  the  bonding  company  agreed  to  pay- 
ment ol  legal  and  architectural  lees,  it  is  anticipated 
that  deducting  the  cost  ol  the  corrective  work  Irom 
retentions  will  result  in  litigation. 

Since  initial  occupancy  on  August  26,  1959,  the 
development  has  remained  100%  occtipied  with  no 
vacancy  loss.  Present  occupancy  consists  ol  thirty-one 
widows,  one  maiden  lady  and  thirteen  couples. 
Fhere  were  two  tleaths  and  one  marriage  dtiring 
the  year. 

SENIOR  CITIZENS 

In  October,  1960  the  State  Housing  Board  ap- 
provetl  the  application  lor  seventy-five  additional 
units  lor  senior  citizens.  In  March  1961  the  City 
Council  conveyed  to  the  Atithority  lor  one  dollar, 
land  bounded  by  Mary,  Martensen  oil  Scammel  and 
Keating  off  Sotith  Streets.  Contracts  were  executed 
lor  architectuarl  .services  with  the  firm  ol  D’Orsi 
and  Co.,  legal  services  lor  clearing  title  to  the  land 
with  Hon.  James  A.  Mulhall,  land  survey  services 
with  E.  \V.  Branch  Co.,  and  land  apjjraisal  services 
with  Flavin  &:  Flavin  Co. 

On  ,\ugtist  10,  19()1  Housing  Authority  notes  in 
the  amount  ctl  $900,000  were  sold  tez  finance  the 
new  develojmient.  Second  series  notes  in  the  same 
amount  were  sold  on  Augtist  15,  1962. 

In  January  1962,  the  State  Housing  Board  ap- 
proved legal  counsel’s  title  abstract  lor  the  land 
deeded  the  Authority  by  the  City  and  authorized 
the  Authority  to  proceed  with  the  re-zoning  Irom 
Residence  B to  C,  or  variance.  Approval  of  the 
eminent  domain  taking  was  withheld  jrending  the 
rezoning.  In  February  the  Mayor  was  retpiested  to 
submit  to  the  Cotincil  and  Planning  Board  the  re- 
quest lor  the  zoning  change,  said  recjiiest  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  on  March  19  and  referred 
to  the  Planning  Board. 

On  April  17,  1962  a public  hearing  for  the  zcjning 
change  was  held.  There  was  no  opposition,  and  the 
Planning  Board  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Ccjuncil  that  the  reejuest  be  approved.  Prior 
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to  this  piihlit  heaiiiio;,  a meeting  was  lieltl  witli  tlie 
Hiiiltling  Inspeetor  ami  tlie  Director  ol  the  IManning 
Hoard  anti  his  assistant,  as  well  as  onr  architect. 

The  preliminary  th  awings  were  \ iewetl  anti  tlis- 
cnssetl  anti  the  city  tlepartment  heatls  agreetl  we 
had  nt)  problems.  Finally,  by  Cioimcil  Ortler,  the 
Ciitv  aijprovetl  the  re/oning  Irom  Resitlence  H to  C 
<)iiMay21,lW2. 

On  .Viigust  28,  19()2  after  meeting  with  the  Hniltl- 
ing  Inspector  anti  Planning  Director,  it  was  deter- 
mined that  the  plan  to  extentl  .Martensen  Street 
into  the  development  woidtl  bring  the  entire  plan 
under  the  so-calletl  “subtlivision”  regulations  of  the 
City,  anti  woidtl  retjuire  another  pid)lic  hearing. 

Subsetpiently,  the  public  hearing,  at  which  there 
was  no  opposition,  was  heltl  on  November  (),  HH)2, 
and  the  Planning  Hoard  finally  gave  its  approval  of 
the  extension  of  Martensen  Street. 

At  present,  with  all  of  the  City  requirements  hav- 
ing been  met,  legal  counsel  is  proceeding  with  the 
eminent  domain  taking  of  the  Cerinci  property. 

T he  Stale  Housing  Board  has  ajiproved  the  pre- 


liminarv  thawings  ol  the  arthiiett  anti  authori/etl 
him  to  prtKcetl  with  final  plans  anti  spet  ilications. 

The  prtiposetl  tlevelopmeiu  will  ttmsisi  of  one 
one-slorv  builtling  of  three  units,  two  one-story 
builtlings  ol  four  units,  anti  eight  two-story  builtl- 
ings  ol  eight  units  eat  h,  plus  a tommunity  builtling 
which,  we  trust,  will  be  lurnishetl  by  ctmtribuiions 
from  \ arious  ci\  it  organi/ations. 

Fhe  interior  ol  this  tlevelopmeiu  will  vary  some- 
what from  the  original  senior  titi/en  tleveltipmeni. 
Fhe  kitchen  anti  living  room  will  be  tipen,  sepa- 
rated by  a tlivitler,  which  will  give  a larger  and 
lighter  ajipearance  to  the  rooms.  However,  the  new 
tlevelopmeiu  will  have  the  same  safety  features  as 
the  original  development  anti  some  improvements 
t)ver  it.  l.andscaping  will  be  left  as  near  its  natural 
state  as  is  possible.  Rents  will  inclutle  heat,  lights, 
refrigeralitm,  electric  cooking,  anti  will  tlej)entl 
upon  construction  cost. 

It  is  aiuicipatetl  the  cost  t>f  the  development  will 
be  SyoO.OOO,  anti  that  construction  will  start  in  the 
early  spring,  weather  permitting  and  other  condi- 
tions being  consitleretl.

In  the  calendar  year  of  1002,  the  City  of  Quincy 
took  a long,  firm  stride  toward  greater  preparation 
for  the  future  when  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
approved  the  expansion  of  planning  activities.  The 
principal  rea.son  for  the  increase  of  planning  was 
the  decision  to  undertake  a city-wide  rezoning  study. 
The  two  years’  stitciy  will  include  the  preparation 
cjf  a master  plan  for  Quincy  and  rec|uires  extensive 
field  work.  I'he  field  survey  of  land  and  buildings 
was  completed  in  1002.  The  Planning  Department 
stall  now  consists  cjf  five  persons. 

The  Planning  Department  also  worked  on  a series 
of  current  problems  and  proposals  throughcjut  the 
year.

DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Colonel  WALl'ER  C.  FULLER,  Director 


Quincy’s  Ciivil  Delense  Agency  saw  in  1962  a great 
increase  in  its  operations,  as  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment put  into  efiect  one  phase  oi  their  planned 
Fallout  Shelter  Program.  Under  direct  sujtervision 
ot  the  Army  Engineers,  Civilian  Engineering  Firms 
in  cooperation  with  Quincy’s  Civil  Delense  Agency, 
surveyed  the  buildings  ot  the  City.  With  the  statis- 
tics obtained,  buildings  with  a high  protection 
factor  were  deisgnated  as  Shelters.  Licenses  for  use 
during  a nuclear  attack  were  obtained  from  90% 
of  the  owners  and  occupants  of  these  buildings. 
Signs  for  marking  the  Shelter  Areas,  as  well  as  1cj(kI, 
water,  medical  supplies  and  other  recjuired  ec^uip- 
ment  is  now  enroute  to  Quincy  for  the  marking  and 
stocking  of  these  shelters.  This  is  a long  range  pro- 
gram and  is  set  up  to  cover  a period  of  years. 

d'o  the  owners  and  occupants  of  these  buildings 
the  City  of  Quincy  extends  its  thanks  and  ajtprecia- 
tion. 

d'he  Civil  Defense  Educational  Program  for  the 
Public  continues  to  be  successful  as  many  organiza- 
tions took  advantage  of  the  lectures  as  well  as  the 
showing  of  Civil  Defense  films. 

.\  Schocd  Plan  was  adopted  during  the  year  with 
.\Ir.  ^’oung  and  Mr.  Daly  putting  in  much  time  and 
elfort  in  order  to  get  a workable  plan.  This  plan 
although  adopted  is  constantly  being  workecl  on 
and  updated  as  conditions  change.  Both  of  these 
Principals  deserve  much  credit  for  their  efforts  in 
this  behalf. 

d'he  Operations  Base  was  worked  cjn  during  the 
year  with  a heating  system  being  installed,  water 
and  plumbing  being  put  in  operational  condition. 
Other  work  was  performed  on  the  modifying  and 
rebuilding  of  ecjuipment  all  clone  in  our  elForts  to 
have  an  efhcient  and  satisfactory  operating  base  for 
our  .\gency  in  time  of  need. 

More  e(|uipment  was  added  during  the  year  and 
our  Mobile  Control  was  completed  and  put  in 
operation.  It  received  much  favorable  comment  bv 
State  Officials.  It  was  used  on  several  occasions  and 
worked  well. 

Plans  were  formulated  and  a start  made  on  the 
enlarging  of  our  permanent  Control  Center.  This 
Center  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Agency  and 
when  completed  will  be  one  of  the  most  complete 
tenters  in  the  State. 


Our  City  Plan  was  u]iclated  during  the  year,  with 
our  .Vdministrative  plan,  operations  plan  and  our 
yearly  program  being  approved  by  both  the  Federal 
and  State  Agencies. 

I'he  strength  of  the  agency  increased  during  the 
year  clue  to  the  elforts  of  the  various  department 
heads  in  keeping  their  departments  up  to  an  effi- 
cient operating  group. 

.Vll  Lbiits  were  active  during  the  year,  with  weekly 
training  sessions,  schools  and  meetings  with  much 
time  put  in  “On  the  job  training’’. 

Staff  meetings  were  held  monthly  to  .set  up  polic  ies 
and  to  fornudate  plans  of  action. 

Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  members  of 
the  agency  for  the  work  performed  during  the  year 
by  them.  These  men  are  all  volunteers  and  for  their 
time  and  efforts  toward  making  the  organization  an 
efficient  one  Many  Thanks  are  extended.

rhe  new  gymnasium  and  alterations  to  North 
Quincy  High  School  were  substantially  completed 
by  A.  E.  Scan/illo  Co.,  Inc.  The  construction  con- 
tract lor  this  project  amounted  to  .S294,521 .00. 
Hanlon  R:  Donahue  were  the  architects. 

On  jidy  .SO,  a contract  tor  the  construction  of  the 
North  Quincy  Eire  Station,  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  by  Hanlon  R:  Donahue,  was  let  to 
John  f.  Botti  Co.,  Inc.,  in  the  amcjunt  of  S1S5,800. 
i'he  new  station  is  being  constructed  on  the  site  of 
the  former  Atlantic  Fire  Station,  the  old  station 
having  been  demolished  by  John  J.  Duane  Co.  It  is 
expected  that  the  new  station  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy by  late  Spring  of  19fiS. 

Hanlon  R:  Donahue  were  also  architects  for  the 
new  Branch  Library  in  North  Quincy.  On  Decem- 
ber 4 the  contract  for  the  pioject  was  awarded  to 
L.  C.  Blake  Construction  Co.  in  the  amotmt  of 
$220,1  19.  The  building,  a one-story  design,  is  being 
erected  on  Hancock  Street  north  of  Billings  Road. 
.\t  present  it  is  planned  to  occupy  this  building  by 
late  summer  of  1963. 

Colletti  Bros,  have  been  preparing  plans  and 
specifications  for  another  addition  to  the  Quincy 
City  Hospital.  Bids  will  be  taken  early  in  1963  for 
this  project. 

STREET  CONSTRUCTION 

On  April  2,  1962,  a contract  totalling  $29,531.15 
was  awarded  to  John  J.  Botti  Co.,  Inc.,  for  the  con- 
struction of  Booth  Street,  Joseph  Street,  Pay.son 
Street,  Rock  View  Road  and  Thompson  Street. 

F R:  I)  Contracting  Co.  constructed  Cedar  Street, 
Gridley  Street,  Martell  Road  and  Minihan’s  Lane 
under  contract  dated  Ajnil  10,  1962,  in  the  amount 
of  $33,684.60. 

Governors  Road  and  Plymouth  Avenue  were  con- 
structed by  the  Old  Colony  Construction  Company 
of  Quincy.  Their  contract  was  dated  April  16,  1962, 
and  had  a total  of  $59,617.18. 

Ihe  Walter  Reed  Corporation  was  awarded  a 
contract  on  .May  29,  1962,  for  the  construction  of 
.\ngus  Street.  This  contract  amounted  to  $6,862.51. 

.\11  street  construction  contracts  were  completed 
in  1962. 

Reardon  Street  from  EAirnace  Brook  Parkway  to 
Crescent  Street  was  built  by  City  forces. 

City  crews  also  completed  the  widening  at  the 
corner  ol  Pleasant  Street  and  Whiter  Street  as  well 
as  the  widening  at  the  corner  of  Cross  Street  and 
Copeland  Street. 


CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 

The  widening  and  reconstruction  of  Quarry  Street 
from  Garfield  Street  to  Furnace  Brook  Parkway 
was  completed  by  Sylvester  Ray  in  .\ugust. 

No  other  Chapter  90  projects  were  undertaken 
in  1962. 

CURBING 

.\gain  this  year,  installation  of  curbing  was  done 
by  the  Needham  Construction  Co.  tinder  contract 
dated  .May  2,  1962,  in  the  amount  of  $18,316.15. 
1 he  contract  included  excavation,  setting  curb, 
bituminous  concrete  repair  of  streets  and  sidewalks 
damaged  during  curb  installation,  loaming  and  seed- 
ing of  tree  lawns. 

City  forces  completed  curb  work  on  a portion  of 
Wdiite  Street.

The  report  of  the  City  Engineer  contains  a com- 
plete list  of  streets  which  were  constructed  or  resur- 
faced, and  of  the  streets  on  which  curb  or  sidewalk 
work  was  done. 

PARKING  AREA  CONSTRUCTION 

On  .Vugiist  14,  1962,  a contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a municipal  parking  area  on  Clay  Street  in 
the  Wollaston  section  was  awarded  to  the  Old 
Colony  Construction  Company  of  Quincy.  This  area 
was  completed  in  November  at  a cost  of  $27,210.00, 
and  affords  parking  for  one  hundred  forty-one 
vehicles.
